One of the private soldiers of the Seots 

- Greys, wounded at the battle of Ramilies, 
proved to ben women... Her name was Mra, 
Christian Davies, and. her life and adventures 
were afterwards published in a small octayo 
-volame. She states she was a. native of 
Trelnud, and that, her hugband having en- 
tered the army, sbe put on mon‘s clothes and 
wont in quest of him; uot meeting with him, 
sho enlisted inn Regiment of foot, and in 
1702 in the Scots Groys, served’ in the:eam- 
paign of that and the following year,and in 
1704 was wounded in tho leg at Schellenberg. 
After tho battle of Blenheim, when escorting 
French prisoners towards Holland, she met 
with her husband, jwho was then a private 
soldier in the Firat "Reval Foot. Sho made 
herself known to him, and."from this time 
passed as his: brother, until, after the battle
